The University Election. 


By an inconvenient coincidence the 
results of two Parliamentary elections were 
declared in Ireland yesterday, both of 
which, in their remarkably different ways, 
invite comment, Leaving the portent of 
North Roscommon—a very sinister portent, 
indeed—{or another occasion, we turn now 
to the far more agreeable character and 
outcome of the election for & successor to 
Sir James Campbell in the University of 
Dublin. This newspaper did not presume 
to adyise the electors, but it may presume 
to congratulate them upon their new 
member, to congratulate him upon his 
success, and to congratulate both candi- 
dates and the whole University on the fine 
spirit of courtesy and tolerance in which 
the election was conducted. Mr, Samuels 
is fully entitled to what he justly calls “the 
supreme honour’ which the University has 
conferred on him. Sir Robert Woods's 
candidature was a protest against the legal 
monopoly of the University representation, 
but neither Sir Robert Woods nor a single 
one of his supporters believed for an 
instant’ that Mr. Samuels’s ambition 
was inspired in the remotest degree by 
motives of professional advancement. He 
loves his University and desires to serve 
her and Ireland; and we are confident 
that his service to both will be 
valuable, unselfish, and whole-hearted. 
The issues in the contest were purely 
academic. We think that this can 
be said fairly, for the preliminary intro- 
duction of the political issue resulted in 
the speedy discovery that both candidates 
take the same firm, but enlightened and 
broad-minded, view of Irish affairs. Mr. 


Bamuels is, of course, the more experienced 
politician, but neither is a mere partisan. - 


Both are men of strong and clear prin- 
ciples. Mr, Samuels will oppose, as reso- 
lutely as Sir Robert Woods would oppose, 
any attempt to sacrifice Irish Unionist 
interests or the interests of Trinity College 
to clamours for a settlement which could 
be no settlement at all. Both hold, how- 
ever, that Dublin University is an integral 
part of the whole of Ireland, and must

He has polled a total—a surprisingly large 
total in the circumstances—of 679 votes, 
and he rightly regards this result 
as “a complete justification of 
fact that he stood at all.” Let us 
repeat that these 679 votes were 
not given against Mr. Samuels per 
sonally, but against the tradition which 

represents. During the last one 
hundred and sixteen years all save two of 
the University’s representatives in Parlia- 
ment have belonged to the profession of 
the law. The University, however, is a 


| Microcosm of many important interests. 


One of these, the medical interest, has 
assumed a new importance from the pre- 
sent war, and after the war Parliament 
will be concerned largely with questions 


| affecting not only the medical profession, 


but the general health of the community. 
It was felt that the hour had come for a 
protest against the legal monopoly, and 
that, in the circumstances of the time, the 
protest ought to be led by a distinguished 
representative of the Medical School—a 
man so distinguished that the University 
has established a new chair in his honour. 
That was the sole motive of Sr Robert 
Woods's candidature. We believe that he 
and his supporters regret sincerely the 
expense and inconvenience which it in- 
flicted on Mr. Samuels ; but they stood for 
& principle, and the result has vindicated 
their action. The fact is now established 
that a large minority of the electors is 
dissatisfied with the legal monopoly. That 
it will be challenged again, and more 
effectively because with more ample pre- 
paration, is certain. That it has been 
challenged with such perfect good feeling 
on both sides is a tribute to the graces 
that blossom in the air of an ancient 
University. 

We hope that Mr. Samuels will relin- 
quish only of his own free will the honour 
which he has just won. We look to him, 
with absolute confidence, for brave and 
distinguished service to his University m 
any troubles which the uncertain future 
of Irish politics may have in store for her. 
We hope, too, that Sir Robert Woods will 
live to represent Dublin University in the 
Imperial Parliament. He is still a young 
man, and this election has proved both his 
fitness for public affairs and the high 
esteem in which he is held not only in 
the University, but throughout Ireland. 
We deprecate, as unworthy of an educated 
constituency, the giving of iron-bound 
pledges to any candidate, byt it may at 
least be said that Sir Robert Woods has 
now established over any new candidate 
thet priority in the field which Mr. 
Samuels had held for some years. In the 
meanwhile Mr. Samuels will have an 
opportunity of helping to furnish a fair 
field and no favour for the first contest in 
Dublin University which will affect neither 
his own claims nor those—of course, para- 
mount and indisputable--of our greatest 
Irishman, Sir Edward Carson. The

German people. We have sacrificed, per- 
haps, a considerable advantage in the war 
rather than alow the scandal to be raised 
at the expense of the unfortunate Belgians. 
Germany now, however, seems utterly re- 
gardiess of consequences, and, apparently, 
it is her intention to stop the noble work 
of the Relief Commission. 


III — 
The War Loan. 


A special meeting of the Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce was held 
yesterday to bring under the notice of Irish 
investors the advantages offered by the War 
Loan. The Belfast Chamber of Commerce 
has issued a circular on the subject, and 
the Ulster Unionist Council has also passed 
a resdlution urging support of the Loan. 
We welcome these measures to popularise 
the Loan in Ireland. The last day for in- 
vestment is next Friday week, so that there 
is no time to be lost if such measures are 
to bear fruit. ' The success of the Loan,” 
says Mr. Bonar Law, “will depend to as 
great an extent onthe efforts made by the 
small subscriber as by the large.” In Ire- 
land the great majority of possible sub- 
scribers belong to the former variety, and 
these sma]l subscribers must be reached if 
Treland’s support of the Loan is to be 
adequate. There are two classes of them 
especially to whom the appeal needs to be 
brought home. One is the working popu- 
lation of our cities and towns. It is pro- 
posed that next Friday employers through- 
out the United Kingdom should call their 
workpeople together for meetings at which 
the purpose and details of the Loan 
should be explained. About a hundred 
thousand meetings are expected to be held. 
We hope that all Trish employers will 
adopt this proposal, and that they will make 
prompt arrangements to advance money 
for investment to their employés, to be re- 
paid by small weekly deductions from 
wages. The other class which has 
still to be reached in Ireland is the 
farmers. The Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce has asked all 
the Irish banks to point out the 
advantages of the Loan to their 
customers by circular and through their 
local managers. In such approaches one 
point in particular, so far as farmers are

The Government had hoped that the 
United States would see the matter in this light, 
and was, and is, actuated hy no animosity 
whatever towards the United States. “ The 
German nation, therefore,” so a high authority 
continued, “is most keenly disappointed and 
grieved by the terms of President Wilson's mee- 
sage, but cannot alter or modify the course 
which has been determined on. We can only 
hope and trust that American ships and Ameri- 
can subjects will avoid the dangerous sohe laid 
down in the German aiemorandum.” 

AN ANCIENT TREATY. 

A representative of the Foreign Office called 
attention to an ancient treaty between the 
United States and Prussia, guaranteeing to the 
nationals of the two Governments, in case of 
war, & period of nine months to close their 
businesses, and leave the two countries.

SINKING OF THE GAMMA.

The Dutch steamship Gamma, on passage 
from New York to Amsterdam with a cargo 
of oi) for the Netherlands Government, was 
attacked on February Ist by a German sub- 
marine, which opened fire on her with a gun, 
and eubsequently sank her with bombs, It 
will be interesting to learn what distortion of 
international law the German Government will 
employ in justification of this action. The 
Gamma was a neutral merchant vessel, pro- 
ceeding from one neutral country to another, 
carrying a cargo consigned to the Government 
of that country. The German Wireless Press 
message of February 5th amhounces a general 
satisfaction in the Dutch shipping world about 
the change in the boundary of the barred zone, 
by which a dangerless road is opened for Dutch 
ships. This is characterised as “a. new proof 
furnished by the German Government that it 
takes the interests of neutrals into considera- 
tion.”

At the monthly meeting of the Louth Coun 
Committee of Agriculture yesterday--Mr. J. p. 
MeGahon, J.P., presiding, the following resolu- 
tion was ed se" That, in the opinion of this 
Committee, the Government should at once fix 
a guaranteed price for those qualities of oats 
which are not usually classed as millers’ oats 
and which may, therefore, not be considered as 
coming under the designation “ first class. 
Such oats as “ Victory” and otber large- 
grained varieties are largely grown in Go. Louth 
on account of their superior yield, and, accord- 
ing to the accepted reading of the regulation, 
they would not come under the guarantee. We 
consider that such varieties ought to come under 
the designation of “ first class oate " as “pag 
teed; also that there should be, for the pro- 
tection of farmers, a minimum price for in 
ferior oats.” ; 

A resolution was also passed asking the De- 
partment of Agriculture to advise the farmers 
of Louth as to whether it is advisable to keep 
up the country’s production of barley in view of 
(1) the eertadling of brewing and distilling and 
(2) the probable use of barley flour as an ad- 
mixture with wheat. It was also agreed that 
the Department be asked to take steps to see 
that a proper supply of binder twine be avail- 
able for Ireland. 

THE PAYMENT OF LABOURERS. 

At a large and representative meeting of the 
Co. Louth Farmers’ Association held in the 
courthouse, Ardee, yesterday—Mr. Joseph 
McKeever presiding—to consider the demands 
put forward by the labourers for increased 
wages. The meeting unanimously agreed to 
allow £1 weekly in wages, or an alternative of 
lis. weekly, with free house and garden, two 
tons of coal, one rood of potato ground, and 
new milk and buttermilk free, which they esti- 
mated to be worth at least 7s. per week. . They 
also agreed to allow ls. per hour for overtime. 

The Celbridge Guardians have accepted a 
tender. to plough and sow with oats the work- 
house field at the rate of £7 an acre.

Sia,—In the problem of putting an increased 
area of 1,200,000 acres under cultivation this

But there is in Ireland a large area in the 
í the Government where food and 
forage can be produced for Government pur- 
poets by compulsory labour, The Congested 
Districts Board holds 64,000 acres, and the 
Butates Commissioners 10,000 acres.

ment of Agriculture, attack this grea at once

The shortage of farming implements is 
another difficulty that must be faeed. Motor 
tractors and ploughs have been ordered from 
America, and at home factories are working at 
high pressure fer their production as necessary 
munition work; but, the want is im- 
mediate. A census of t i. gha now in pos- 
session of the hundreds thousands of our 
farmers would show that, by a system of co- 
operation or pooling, thousands of ploughs 
would be available for hire, and so with other 
implements. The scheme of the De t for 
pooling the 362,000 horses available for agri- 
cultural work, which gives a bé of horses for 
each 28 acres of the increased tillage, is interest- 
ing as a statistioal fact, but their location 
would take more time that the seven weeks 
beween sow and the 25th March. Bill, much

The difficulty of obtaining manure is, indeed, 
serious. The available farm-yard manure is 
hardly enough for the extent of land at present 
under tillage.
